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1. CBS CORESPONDENT HANEY HOWELL IS EXPECTED TO REMAIN IN 
SAIGON'S ADVENTIST HOSPITAL FOR THE NEXT TWO OR THREE DAYS 
FOR OBSERVATION AND REST. HIS CONDITION IS REPORTED AS 
GENERALLY GOOD, ALTHOUGH HE STILL SUFFERS CONSIDERABLE 
PAIN IN THE ABDOMINAL AREA. X-RAYS SHOW NO BROKEN BONES. 

2. HOWELL WAS INJURED THURSDAY (OCTOBER 10) WHILE FILMING 

A SMALL DEMONSTRATION NEAR THE NATIONAL ASSEMBLY BUILDING 
IN SAIGON. NEWSMEN WHO WERE AT THE SCENE CLAIM HE WAS GIVEN 
A KARATE-STYLE KICK IN THE STOMACH BY AN INDIVIDUAL IN 
CIVILIAN CLOTHES WHO THEY ASSUMED TO BE A PLAINCLOTHES 
POLICEMANPM SAIGON POLICE ARE INVESTIGATING THE INCIDENT, 
BUT HAVE NOT YET ESTABLISHED THE IDENTITY OF THE ASSAILANT. 
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3. ANOTHER CBS CORRESPONDENT, PETER COLLINS, SUBMITTED A 
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WRITTEN REQUEST THIS MORNING TO THE COMMANDER OF THE NATIONAL 
POLICE DEMANDING THAT THE ASSAULT ON HOWELL BE INVESTIGATED 
FULLY AND HIS ASSAILANT PUNISHED. 

4. THE EMBASSY PRESS OFFICER HAS TOLD COLLINS AND OTHER 
CORRESPONDENTS THAT THE AMBASSADOR WOULD RAISE THE MATTER 
WITH THE MFA AND ASK FOR A THOROUGH INVESTIGATION. AT TODAY S 
PRESS BRIEFING. TH GVN SPOKESMAN DID NOT ELABORATE ON THE 
INCIDENT BUT MERELY SAID THAT AN INVESTIGATION WAS UNDERWAY. 

5. DESPITE UNANIMOUS BELIEF OF THE AMERICAN WORKING PRESS 
THAT HOWELL WAS ATTACKED BY A PLAINCLOTHES POLICEMAN, THE 
POSSIBILITY CANNOT BE RULED OUT AT THIS STAGE THAT 

HIS ASSAILANT WAS SOMEONE OUTSIDE THE POLICE FORCE. THE 
CHIEF OF THE 1ST PRECINCT POLICE TALKED WITH CBS CORRESPONDENT 
COLLINS AFTER THE INCIDENT AND POINTED OUT THAT THE 
POLICE HAD NOT INTERFERED WITH OTHER PHOTOGRAPHERS AND 
REPORTERS COVERING THURSDAY'S DEMONSTRATIONS AND THAT THE 
POLICE HAD NO REASON TO BEAT THE CBS NEWSMAN. 

6. AN AUSTRALIAN DIPLOMAT WHO WITNESSED THE DEMONSTRATION 
FROM HIS OFFICE IN THE CARAVELLE HOTEL REPORTS THAT SOME 

OF THE DEMONSTRATORS STARTED BEATING UP OTHER VIETNAMESE WHEN 
UNIFORMED POLICE INTERVENED. A CROWD GATHERED TO WATCH 
AND HOWELL WAS SEEN ELBOWING HIS WAY THROUGH THE ONLOOKERS. 
THE AUSTRALIAN SAID THAT HOWELL STAGGERED OUT OF THE MELEE 
SHORTLY THEREAFTER. OBVIOUSLY HURT. 

7. NUMEROUS PHOTOS AND TV FILMS WERE TAKEN DURING THE 
DEMONSTTRATION AND SOME MAY INCLUDE A PICTURE OF HOWELL S 
ASSAILANT. CBS REPORTER COLLINS HAS EXAMINED AP AND UPI 
PHOTOS AND PLANS TO TURN SOME OF THEM OVER TO THE POLICE 
TO ASSIST IN THE INVESTIGATION. A FUJI TELEVISION 

REPORTER BELIEVES HE MAY HAVE FOTAGE OF THE ACTUAL INCIDENT 
ON FILM HE HAS SHIPPED TO TOKYO FOR PROCESSING. HE HAS 
AGREED TO GIVE A PRINT TO CBS AND THE POLICE. 

8. THERE IS NO REASON TO BELIEVE THAT THE POLICE WILL 
CONDUCT ANYTHING OTHER THAN A FULL INVESTIGATION, THE 
RESULTS OF WHICH WILL BE REPORTED AS AVAILABLE. 
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
